Governor Rook- volt made a brief ad- 
dfVWB after which Father Ohed wick 
spoke for an hour, giving an interesting 
account of the NJ un** sailing for I bi­ 
vane, tile experience* in Havana and the 
blowing ap of the slap.

Must it be that tin# policy. thought out 
by Hie founder* of our government, i* to 
ta* Laid aside as tideless now t Got for­ 
bid that over imperialism may find a 
foothold in our country, F< r the fa theta 
knew what imperialism meant; they had 
learned it from England when they 
fought for lib-rty. They fought to es- 
Cablish the proposition, and wrote it in 
blood, iliat all g*xid government ro ts 
with th** will of Gio gov* rued people. 
“Th** strength of our nation is in tip 
manhood aud womanhood of it* 
pie,

“I do no* mean to arraign the gov 
annuent a* if it wore responsible for such 
a policy.

The holding of the islands is 
an absolute necessty. 
Would it not be 
to leave the island in bloodshed to with 
draw the troops tom* »rrow? 
Would we

The treaty

Dead From a Stroke o f Paralysis. 
Members o f Walla©*'# Zottavt**. 
Lebanon, Ind., Jan. 80.—Captain R. 
W. Matthews, a ootusin of the late ex- 
Governor Clauds Matthews, is dead, 
Mr. Matthews sustained a paralytic 
stroke in 1895 while on a trip to Owings­ 
ville, Ky., and had never recovered from 
this th(*ek. He was born in Clark coun­ 
ty, Iud, Nor. 18, IMO. Mr. Matthew? 
served as auditor of Boone county on© 
term. He served in the civil war in the 
Eleventh regiment of zouaves. General 
Lew Wallace’s famous regiment He 
was promoted from corporal to sergeant, 
then to first lieutenant and then to cap­ 
tain. Ar the list ti© of Champion Hill 
he was wounded in four places. He 
had the reputation of being one of the 
bm-! soldiers Indiana sent to the front. 


Under th© Old spanish Regime Than 
Now -Don't Like Military Interfer­ 
ence In Civil Matter©—Great Inter­ 
est Taken 
In 
Action of United 
States Congree*. 
San Juan de Porto Rico, Jan. 80. 
While th© Porto Ricans do not offer the 
least resistance to the military adminis­ 
tration they make no secret of the fact 
that they do not desire its continuance. 
It is not that they object to the A mer! 
cai ii rat ion of the island, but they earn 
estly wish for a civil government in 
some reasonable and practical form. 
Under th© old Spanish regime they will 
tell you they enjoyed a higher degree of 
freedom than now, and though they 
suite every opportunity 
for putting 
themselves in touch with the institu 
lions and demands of the new govern 
meat, they feel a pride in working out 
their own political salvation as a free 
people, and not as a subjugated one. 
The military government is thorough 
and active. The whole island is effect­ 
ively patrolled and quiet and order pre­ 
vails in every quarter. But the Porto 
Ricans sometimes complain that tho 
military authorities interfere with the 
civil authorities without adequate rea­ 
son. Quite frequently of late protests 
have beedi made at headquarters against 
what the Porte Ricans have described 
an intrusion* by United States officers in 
municipal affairs not falling within the 
scop© of their duties. 
Au enterprising Porto Rican returned 
from the United States and obtained 
permission from the council to place 
small busi ne*" signs upon the lampposts 
around the plaza. The signs were neat 
enough, but they offended the sight of 
many of th© Americans who complained 
to General Fred Grant, military com­ 
mander of the district of San Juan. 
General Grant sent a peremptory Sam­ 
mons to the council to cancel the con­ 
tract and to remove the -igns. Porto 
Hi in pride coaid not endure it. The 
council! ir* resigned. 
General Henry, however, took their 
view of th© 
tho* there would be no further "an#, for 
complaint tm th© score **f military oner- 
doo; and lie promptly issued ar* ordvr 
directing the secretary of stat© to “in­ 
form th© alcaldes of towns that tii**re is 
no authority for any officer or * tidier to 
enter council meetings or to interfere 
with or dictate their proceedings.”
